Migrant Education Program

The SEA subgrants to migrant projects to provide supplemental
services to meet the needs of migrant children and youth.

When determining the amount of a sub grant the SEA must take
into account:

— number of migrant children;
— needs of migrant children;

— priority to serve children who are failing, or most aft risk of
failing to meet State’s challenging State academic content
standards and whose education has been interrupted
during the regular school year;
